nishes any cigar, cigarette or to­ 
bacco in any of its forms to any 
child actu ally or apparently u n­ 
der the age of 18 y ears, is gu ilty 
of a misdemeanor. It shall be no 
defense to a prosecu tion of this 
su bdiv ision, that in the transac­ 
tion u pon which the prosecu tion 
Is based, the child acted as the 
agent or representativ e of an­ 
other, or that the defendant dealt 
with su ch child as the agent or 
representativ e of another. 
"Since this report (on effects of 
smoking) is official, it is my opin­ 
ion that y ou ng people shou ld he 
discou raged from acqu iring the 
habit of smoking cigarettes.

No Tobacco Here for Those

Police Chief Robert F. Murphy, 
mindful of current reports on the 
effects of cigarette smoking, to­ 
day issued a reminder that an 
existing state law prohibits sale 
of tobacco in any form to per­ 
sons under 18 years old. and it 
is to be enforced here. 
The chief said: 
"Since the recent report on the 
effects of cigarette smoking. I 
think it only fair that the pub­ 
lic in general, and business peo­ 
ple, who traffic in cigarettes and 
other forms of tobacco in partic­ 
ular, bt* reminded of the New 
York State Law which prohibits 
the >ale of cigarettes and tobac­ 
co in any form to persons under 
IS years of age." 
* Section 484, subdivision 5, of 


the Penal Law, provides that any 
pei-son who sells, pays for or fur­ 
nishes any cigar, cigarette or to­ 
bacco in anv of its forms to any 
child actually or apparently un­ 
der the age of 18 years, is guilty 
of a misdemeanor. It shall be no 
defense to a prosecution of this 
subdivision, that in the transac­ 
tion upon which the prosecution 
Is based, the child acted as the 
agent or representative of an­ 
other, or that the defendant dealt 
with such child as the agent or 
representative of another. 
"Since this report (on effects of 
smoking) is official, it is my opin­ 
ion that young people should be 
discouraged from acquiring the 
habit of smoking cigarettes.

Nothin g to Trifle With

Q— My brother died at age 38 of acute n ecro­ 
tizin g pan creatitis. 
He worked up to a few d ays 
before he d ied . 
W hat could cause this con d ition ? 
Could he have been born with it? 
A—Acute pa ncrea titis is a highly fatal d isease 
that affects men more often than women . Your 
brother w’as n ot born with it. an d it d oes n ot run 
in families. 
It is frequen tly associated with peptic 
ulcer, gallston es, or alcoholism. 
In women it 
m ay appear as a complication of pregn an cy. 
The pan creas n ormally prod uces a powerful 
d igestive juice. 
When the secretion of this juice 
is obstructed , the con cen tration may build up to 
the poin t where this juice d igests the livin g cells 
of the pan creas. This is most likely to occur when 
these cells have been d amaged by in fection or 
traum a. 
This would chan ge a simple pan creatitis to a 
n ecrotizin g (tissue-d estroyin g) pan creatitis. 
The treatm en t con sists of bed rest, d rugs to 
relieve pain , an tibiotics if an in fectious cause is 
id en tified , feed in g by vein to rest the in flamed 
pan creas, an d d rugs to d ecrease the activity of 
the glan d .

But in accepting the prop­ 
aganda that now is the time to tell the "gringo*” 
to get out. Panama’s President Roberto Chiari has 
put himself in the position of serving as a cats­ 
paw for the Castroites. He may be sure that, as a

Acute Pancreatitis 
Nothing to Trifle With 
By WAYNE ii. BR AM STADT. M.D. 
Newspaper EnterpriM* Anan. 
Q— My brother died at age 38 of acute necro­ 
tizing pancreatitis. 
He worked up to a few days 
belore he died. 
What could cause this condition? 
Could he have been born with it? 
A—Acute pancreatitis is a highly fatal disease 
that affects men more often than women. Your 
brother was not born with it. and it does not run 
in tamilies. It is frequently associated with peptic 
ulcer, gallstones, or alcoholism. 
In women it 
may appear as a complication of pregnancy. 
The pancreas normally produces a powerful 
digestive juice. 
When the secretion of this juice 
is obstructed, the concentration may build up to 
the point where this juice digests the living cells 
of the pancreas. This is most likely to occur when 
these cells have been damaged by infection or 
trauma. 
This would change a simple pancreatitis to a 
necrotizing (tissue-destroying) pancreatitis. 
The treatment consists of bed rest, drugs to 
relieve pain, antibiotics if an infectious cause is 
identified, feeding by vein to rest the inflamed 
pancreas, and drugs to decrease the activity of 
the gland. 
Q—My doctor told me I have pityriasis rosea. 
My hack, legs, and arms are pretty much covered 
with the spots. 
What causes this condition? 
Is 
there any cure? 
A—You are one of the lucky one? because 
your disease is easily recognized. 
Treatment 
is always successful. 
The disease is believed to be caused by a virus, 
but this has not horn proved.

look ing at some one rise’s pro­ 
gram and not at y ours, it is the 
fault of the broadcaster."

suggestion
